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‘REPORT OF THE COUNCIL, 1957 


The Council is pleased to be able to report that in the past year the Fellowship 
has once again shown a satisfactory increase to a total of 1285. It is of interest 
to note that two-thirds of the Fellowship has been elected since 1946. Four 
Honorary Fellows were elected : Mr. N. D. Riley, Dr. W. R. Thompson, Dr. B. P. 
Uvarov and Dr. C. B. Williams. The increase of 65 (47)* in the total of Fellows 
for the year resulted from the election of 99 (96) Fellows, of whom 73 (64) 
completed their obligation by 31st December. In addition, 25 new Fellows 
elected in 1956 completed their obligation in 1957, making a total of 98 new 
Fellows. Against this must be set the loss of 34 (39) Fellows during the year, 
8 (9) by death, 14 (13) by resignation and 12 (17) by the operation of Bye-Law 
XVI (3).

W. J. Watts, while the following have been removed from the List of Fellows in 
accordance with the Bye-Laws, Chapter XVI, section 3: 8. Callaway, T. W. Chorley, 
A. E. Curtis, M. 8. Kapoor, R. G. Webster Kay, J. R. Mair, J. A. Parry, A. R. 
Prasad, M. A. H. Qadri, H. M. L. Srivastava, P. A: Subramaniam and M. V. 
Venkatesh. 

Ten Ordinary Meetings were held during the year. The average attendance 
at these meetings, 81, was somewhat lower than the 85 of the previous year. An 
improvement in the control of the lighting in the Meeting Room has been effected 
and the provision of a new projector is in hand. In addition, a regular projec- 
tionist has been engaged. 

The Society’s publications during the year comprised 1270 (1256) pages. 
Volume 109 of the Transactions amounted to 534 pages and included 16 papers, 
with 7 half-tone plates and numerous text figures. The Society is indebted to 
the Freshwater Biological Association and to the Metropolitan Water Board for 
contributions towards the cost of the paper by J. H. Mundie. 

Proceedings, Series A, Volume 32, was made up of 201 pages, comprising 
26 papers illustrated by 2 half-tone plates and numerous text figures. Proceedings, 
Series B, Volume 26, contained 222 pages with 39 papers, illustrated by one 
‘colour plate, 5 half-tone plates and many text figures. The Society is most 
grateful to Mr. Bernard Heineman for defraying the cost of the coloured plate 
illustrating the paper by himself and Dr. A. B. Klots. Proceedings, Serves C, 
has been sent in parts to every Fellow in advance of meetings and a complete copy 
will be sent with the last part. 


* The numbers in parentheses are the corresponding figures for the previous year. 
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Three new parts of the Handbooks for the Identification of British Insects, 
comprising a total of 233 pages, have been published. These are : 

Volume I, part 16: Siphonaptera, by F. G. A. M. Smit. 

Volume IV, part 9: Coleoptera : Pselaphidae, by E. J. Pearce. ; 

Volume VIII, part 3 (d ii) : Hymenoptera : Proctotrupoidea : Belytinae, by 
G. HE. J. Nixon. 

A total of 23 parts in this series has now appeared and these continue to find a 
ready sale. The final part of the Handbook on Hymenoptera : Symphyta is now 
in the press and further Handbooks are in preparation. 

The number of loans made by the Library shows a satisfactory increase to 
1816 (1729), while the number of borrowers was 978 (885). Ninety-six (115) 
loans were made to the National Central Library. 

The Society has received the sum of £1000 by the bequest of the late Dr. E. A. 
Cockayne, an Honorary Fellow of the Society. The Society also received a 
selection of books from Dr. Cockayne’s Library. 

The Society has taken the opportunity kindly offered by Dr. Lisney of pur- 
chasing a number of rare entomological works which have been collected together 
by Dr. Lisney over a period of years, in connection with his bibliographical 
studies. 

Mr. Basden has kindly presented to the Society a number of paintings of 
insects on silk. These prove to have originated in South China and to be about 
100 years old. . 

The Finance and House Committee, under the Chairmanship of Mr. W. V. 
Harris, and the Publication and Library Committee, under Mr. Paul Freeman, 
have continued to meet and to direct the policy of the Society in their respective 
fields. Two meetings of the-Committee for the Protection of British Insects 
have been held during the year and, as a result of the Committee’s work, Council 
is pleased to report that a close liaison with the Nature Conservancy is being 
established. Council wishes to express its gratitude to the members who have 
served on these Committees. 

The only change in the Society’s delegates to permanent outside organizations 
has been the replacement of Professor Varley by Dr. H. E. Hinton as one of the 
Society’s representatives on the British National Committee for Biology (Royal 
Society). The Society’s representatives at the meeting of the British Association 
in Dublin were Miss D. J. Jackson, Professor F. Balfour-Browne, Mr. J. Balfour- 
Browne and Mr. P. F. Mattingly. The Society has appointed Mr. Dennis Smith 
as its representative on the Committee appointed by the Trustees of the British 
Museum (Natural History) to manage the Rothschild-Cockayne-Kettlewell 
collection of British Lepidoptera at the Zoological Museum, Tring. 

In conclusion, Council feels that it is justified in reporting that the state of 
the Society is sound and that Fellows may find a source of satisfaction in the 
stability of the Society and its steady and long-continued growth. 
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TREASURER’S REPORT 


This is the sixth Treasurer’s Report which it has been my privilege to present 
to you. The documents in front of you are the Statements of Income and 
Expenditure and the Balance Sheets of the various funds of our Society. They 
have been audited and certified by Messrs. W. B. Keen & Co. and with your per- 
mission will be duly published. I would like to tell you about our various funds. 

The General Fund.—The net gain of 65 Fellows during the year has increased 
our income from subscriptions, from £3687 to £3846—£159. The interest on our 
investments, both from the Hugh Main Fund and the Capital Reserve Fund, 
unfortunately shows a decline totalling £120. There are several reasons for this 
but they may be summarized by saying that the figure for 1956 was abnormally 
high. Our income from sales of publications I always feel is an index, not only 
of our vitality but of the Society’s importance in the eyes of the rest of the world. 
It is, therefore, with great satisfaction I can report an increase of income from this 
source of nearly £1000. A substantial part of this amount is on account of new 
subscribers to the Transactions and Proceedings so that it is reasonable to expect 
that this support will continue. I am sure you will agree that this is a very 
satisfactory state of affairs. On the expenditure side of this fund we have been 
successful in maintaining the house expenses at the 1956 level, but in office and 
meeting expenses there has been some increase in expenditure which unfortunately 
we can do little to control. The publications expenditure costs of £6046 include 
the very high cost of mailing the journals to Fellows; this high cost of postage 
unfortunately is a universal problem. You will recall that last year I made 
reference to the Special Publications Fund which your Council had instituted for 
the purpose of financing publications of rather a different character from what 
would be chosen for the Transactions and Proceedings of the Society. I have been 
able to make a transfer of £400 to this fund and, as it now stands at almost £1000, 
I believe we could undertake the publication of the first volume. The excess 
of income over expenditure in the General Fund is £113. 

Repairs and Improvements Fund.—The redecoration of the outside of 41, 
Queen’s Gate, is due this year; it was last done in the late summer and early 
autumn of 1953, when a complete external decoration, with certain roofing and 
guttering repairs, cost over £800. I have, therefore, placed £400 of our income 
to this Fund, the total in the Fund being now £838. This should be sufficient 
for our purpose. This fund obviously has to have a large allocation every year. 

Library Fund.—This year we have spent £434 on the purchase of new books 
and £228 on new binding and repairs. This latter sum is a substantial amount 
but I am sure it would be your wish to maintain our library in a proper manner. 

In the Handbooks of British Insects Fund, the position is very much as it was 
last year, with income from sales exceeding the printing costs, but the apportioning 
of part of the office costs does give us an excess of expenditure over income, this 
year of £224. 

In my last year’s report I referred to the indecision with regard to the covenant 
scheme for the payment of subscriptions and I have to report there is still no 
ruling as to whether the Society is included in what is known as the National 
Book League decision. Finally in the Capital Reserve Fund we have had the 
very important bequest during the year of £1000 from Dr. HE. A. Cockayne. 
Council has concurred with my proposal that this bequest should perpetuate the 
name of Dr. Cockayne, a Past President of the Society, and be known as the 
Cockayne Bequest and | hope form a permanent part of our Capital Reserve 
Fund. 
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May I at this point refer to Mr. Britton who as Honorary Secretary has been 
my partner, as an Officer of our Society, for these last six years, but who now 
feels obliged to resign. The very satisfactory-state of the Society’s affairs is due 
in the main to Mr. Britton’s stewardship ; to him I would like to say “Thank you 
very much for all the work which you have done for the Royal Entomological 
Society of London ”’. i 
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THE PRESIDENT’S REMARKS 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


It is one of my duties as your representative to review the affairs of our society 
and in the first place to refer briefly to those Fellows who have died during the 
past year. As was recorded in the report of the Council, eight of our Fellows 
died in this period. 

Conrap T. GimmncHAM was born in 1884 and died on 16th November last, 
while serving on our Council. He had also served on Council for two other periods, 
was a Vice-President in 1950, and was elected to the Society in 1919. He was 
also President of the Association of Applied Biologists in 1938-40. He was 
awarded an O.B.E. for his work in the first World War. 

Gimingham was an unusual man in several ways. He was trained as a chemist 
but was ultimately better known as an entomologist. While best known as an 
economic entomologist, who for many years played a prominent part in the 
affairs of the Association of Applied Biologists, he was also a collector of the 
British insect fauna, familiar with the taxonomy of several groups. Finally, 
he was to many a highly-valued friend, notable alike for his modesty, his wide 
knowledge and his intellectual integrity. 

Gimingham was one of the pioneers in the movement which has converted 
the study of insecticides from an uncontrolled process of trial and error into a 
highly sophisticated science. Before the first World War, he undertook research 
at Rothamsted on soil chemistry and also worked at Wye College and Long 
Ashton. After serving in the army during 1914-18, he returned to Rothamsted 
where, with Dr. Tattersfield, he made a prolonged study of insecticides and the 
chemical basis of their toxicity. Later, he transferred to the Ministry of Agri- 
culture’s Plant Pathology Laboratory at Harpenden, but his work involved as 
much entomology as chemistry and his knowledge of the British fauna was much 
called on. He played an important part in the setting up in 1942 of the Ministry’s 
approval scheme for crop-protection products and in running the quarantine 
scheme which has probably prevented the Colorado beetle from becoming 
established in this country. He continued active in several fields after his official 
retirement and those who served with him on our Council will especially regret 
that they will no longer have the advantage of his wise advice. His collection of 
Aphididae and Coleoptera will remain at the Plant Pathology Laboratory. 

Puitip Harwoop was born in 1881, was elected to our Society in 1910 and 
died on 17th August, 1957. He came from a well-known family of entomologists 
who recorded many interesting insects from the Colchester district in the latter 
part of the nineteenth century. Harwood himself was a banker and worked at 
different times in Hampshire and Dorset, and retired in the first place to 
Inverness. He was an exceptionally good collector with a flair for discovering 
species new to the British fauna and he persisted in his search until in most cases 
an adequate series had been obtained. Although he had published very little 
himself, he was singularly generous in giving away specimens to all who wanted 
them and several British species have been named after him. His collections, 
which included those of his father and brother, consisted mainly of Hemiptera, 
Hymenoptera and Coleoptera. Mrs. Harwood, who only survived him by a few 
months, presented the representatives of the first two groups to the British 
Museum and of the remainder to the University Museum, Oxford. 

PRoressor Te1so Esaki, who died on 14th December, first joined our Society 
in 1927 at the end of a three-year visit to Europe. He studied at a number of 
Institutes and Museums, including the British Museum, which he visited again 
in 1953. He had a very wide knowledge of entomology and was an authority on 
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the aquatic Hemiptera of the world. His large collections are being deposited 
in the Kyushu University. 

PreRRE LePesMeE, who was born in 1913 and died last J anuary, was elected a 
Fellow in 1948. He lived in Paris and was by profession a pharmacist, in which 
subject he held a doctorate. As an amateur entomologist he made important 
contributions to the study of the Coleopterous family Cerambycidae and of the 
beetles which attack stored products. He edited three volumes of a publication 
Longicornia and also published (1944) a book on Coleoptera found in warehouses. 

W. R. B. Ottver, who died on the 16th May in his seventy-third year, was 
elected to the Society in 1931. Starting as an amateur naturalist of wide interests 
who worked as a customs officer, he explored especially the fauna of New Zealand 
and the outlying islands. All his collections were bequeathed to the Dominion 
Museum at Wellington, and he also made generous provision for a department of 
entomology in the Museum. 3 

Davip ALEXANDER Dewar, who died last January at the age of 85, was 
elected to the Society in 1923. He was a medical practitioner who, until his late 
seventies, was a keen collector and breeder of Lepidoptera. His collection was 
disposed of through Mr. Newman soon after the end of the war. 

JoHN Martin was one of our Canadian Fellows, elected in 1954, who died at 
the early age of 32. He was a professional entomologist, educated at Queen’s 
University, Kingston, and taking a doctorate at Cornell. He was studying the 
Braconidae and had already published several taxonomic papers. His untimely 
death will be regretted all the more because of the great need for the sort of work 
he was doing. 

We have also heard of the death of J. P. Mutzan who was elected to the 
Society in 1912. He lived in India. 

May I ask you to stand a moment in memory of these friends and colleagues 
who have died during the last year. ‘ 

The reports of your Council and of the Honorary Treasurer have told you of 
the flourishing state of our Society and there is only one point to which I would 
like to add any comments. Our Honorary Secretary, Mr. EH. B. Britton, is retiring 
after seven years’ service to the Society. It is well known that the tone of a 
society and in particular the decisions of its Council can be largely determined 
by the activities of the Secretary. Our present very satisfactory position, our 
record of continuous steady progress and improvement, are largely due to the 
hard work of our Secretary. We owe him a very real debt of gratitude for all 
he has done and I should also like to welcome Mr. Paul Freeman who has been 
persuaded to take over the Secretary’s onerous duties. 

I am afraid as far as I myself am concerned, the chief feature of last year was 
that I was unable to attend four of the meetings. This placed an unexpected 
burden on our Vice-Presidents, but so efficient are our Honorary Officers, our 
Registrar and other members of our staff, that I believe the President is the 
member of the Council that the Society can most easily replace. I should like 
to thank all the Officers and staff of the Society and the members of Council for 
their support during the past year.
